(Editor’s Note: Here’s a letter 
from Art Hale W4AWS of Or- 
lando, the first to make a QSO 
via the new OSCAR IV. Art 
says:) 

Here is a photo which I hope 
will do, The 144me gear is all 
in the rack at far right and 
does not show well, It?sa 144mc 
mixer type exciter driving apair 
of 4X250Bs to 800W input onthe 
band, Feedline is RG 14U and 
beam is 28 gage, 

Station receiver is a 75S3and 
the basic xmtr is a Drake T4x, 

432 me gear includes a Parks 
432-2 transistor converter and 
an 8-over 8 J-beam, Feedline 
is RG-17U. 

For the QSO with W6YK via 
Oscar IV, we were both tilted 
up some 45 degrees and both 
headed roughly South, The QSO 
had to be put together in bits 
and pieces, as the satellite was 
not operating properly and sig- 


nals were chopping up badly. 

Bill Hunter, W6YK, was a bit 
premature in thinking we had 
QSO, and put out info too soon, 
Result was that Bill Orr, W6- 
SAI called me from theCapeto 
confirm. I had totell him itwas 
still no go—but later was able 
to call him to confirm the QSO, 
Then called W6YK to confirm it 
with him. 

The whole thing was a little 
wild, as the time of activation 
was 30 minutes later thanplan- 
ned, and then the orbit turned 
out to be greatley elliptical in- 
stead of equatorial as planned, 

When we did QSO we had no 
way of knowing that the satell- 
ite was on its way down from a 
height of 18,000 miles, Notell- 
ing what altitude we caught it 
at. In other words, we were 
lucky! 

All work was on CW,

Guest Editorial 


What is this public service jazz? It is, in the opinion of this 
writer, the justification of amateur radio today. We have to jus- 
tify our use of a goodly part of the radio frequency spectrum, 
One way we can do this is to spend some of our operating time 
for the goodof the general public. We can do this in many ways. 
One way is to handle an occasional phone patch for someone in 
need, This is especially importanttothe military. Our strong- 
est supporter is the military and this is principally because 
of the many phone patches runby radio amateurs from military 
bases around the world. 

Another way to render public. service is tobe a regular on one 
or more of the many traffic nets in operation, Although the 
traffic handled during normal times on these nets is not very 
important you are training yourself for the time when amateurs 
may be the only means of communication, You are announcing 
that you are available and can be counted on by your regular 
participation in an organized net. 

You may also operate in the public interest by being an 
active amateur and a well informed amateur, The more you 
know about amateur radio and what it can be used for the bet- 
ter prepared you are to operate in the public interest. So 
how about spending an hour or two this month checking into 
a net, running a phone patch fora friend overseas, or finding out 
when the band is open to the South Pole so that you might get 
traffic into places like this, I think that you will find that 
these things are just as enjoyable as rag chewing and there will 
be more of a sense of satisfaction.

The Florida Amateur Tele- 
type Traffic (FATT) net now 
meets every evening one half- 
hour later at 7 p,m, (0000Z) 
around 3700kes, The new time 
change is a more convenient 
hour for net members also 
the changing late winter skip 
provides more QRM free net 
time, 

The FATT net is remaining 
on wide shift until moreRTTY- 
ers are compatible with the nar- 
rower mode (170 cycle shift), 
However, if band conditions go 
sour, stations handling traffic 
may switch to narrow shift to 
obtain solid copy. Rex, W4ZAG 
NCS, is able to copy any shift 
from practically zero to 900 
cycles, so don’t hesitate to 
check into the net with any wid- 
th shift (anything 900 cycles 
and under is legal), 

New members added to the 
roll call the past several weeks 
are; W4TJU, Doug, in Orlando, 
(Doug designed and wrote afine 
article a few years ago on his 
famous W4TJU converter and 
through his article brought 
many amateurs over to RTTY.) 
WAA4SVU, Ralph, in West Mel- 
bourne and K4QKA, Jim, in 
Melbourne, and W4OKW, Jack, 
in Satellite Beach, check in 
regularly also, putting the Mel- 
bourne area on the state RTTY 


map, Nice to have these devo- 
ted RTTYers on the net. 

One thing about 3700ke RTTY 
is that all stations are usually 
solid copy with each other 
around the state, however most 
of the stations are equipped for 
reperf taping of a ‘‘skipping”’ 
station for relay purposes, It’s 
really hard work to relay traf- 
fic for another RTTY station, 
Just flip a switch and watch the 
originating station do the work 
for you. If you wish, you can 
watch TV, wire a kit, and even 
talk to the XYL while passing 
traffic, Try that with other 
modes, 

The FATT net had a nice 
write up in March QST about 
Florida being the first to have 
a statewide RTTY traffic net, 
Also mentioned was a RTTY 
transcontinental net. Maybe 
some of the Florida 20 meter 
RTTY members canget atrans- 
con link to help build traffic, 
Something to think about. 73’s 
until tonight on FATT, RB.

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Updating The Florida 
ARPSC Emergency Plan 


Several changes have recently been made in the Florida 
ARPSC plan to smooth out alerting procedures and to make 
better use of our nets. The ordinary operation of the nets 
during an alert isn’t affected much if at all, 

The two big changes are these: 

(1) In the future, State Civil Defense officials will request 
communications help from the ARPSC, throughone or both 
of the Florida SECs, rather than to simply begin oper- 
ating their own EOC and headquarters stations. If 
CD officials should feel the need of an amateur radio cir- 
cuit under their control, they have the State RACES 
Net available between EOCs, operating on 3990.5 Kc. 
However, in natural disaster emergencies, CD officials 
agree they will continue to rely on ARPSC circuits for 
amateur radio assistance. 

(2) In future alerts, Net Charlie will continue to be alerted 
first when the emergency situation affects primarily 
the Florida peninsula. Net Bravo will be generally 
alerted first when the emergency affects the northern 
portion of the state, 

Actually, both these changes are only subtle modifications 
of procedures which have been in use for along time, They 
were necessary mostly to clarify procedures and eliminate 
some confusions which arose during the 1965 hurricane season, 

The change in Civil Defense procedure results from long 
experience. The original form ofthe Florida AREC plan called 
for splitting communications duties up among three voice nets, 
with the idea that all three nets would be operated at once. 
In practice, it turned out that very few emergencies gener- 
ated enough traffic to keep one net busy -- let alone several, 
So the usual procedure was simply to alert one net as a 
general purpose circuit until the traffic volume required the 
use of additional voice nets, This net was generally Net 
Charlie. Among other things, the location of Net Bravo down 
among the heterodynes on 3836 made the circuit almost use- 
less after dark, 

The management and members of Net Bravo decided they 
wanted to do something about the problem so they moved the 
net to 3950 Ke and asked the SECs to give them a bigger 
share of the emergency ‘‘business,’’ After aseries of meetings 
to which both SECs, both SCMs, the Director, the managers 
of Net Charlie, FAST Net and the West Florida Phone Net 
(Bravo) were invited, the SECs adopted the two changes list- 
ed above. 

Under the new net alerting procedure, both voice nets 
continue to be state-wide circuits in every respect. They 
may be alerted by either SEC at any time in connection with 
an emergency anywhere in the state, If only a single voice 
net has been activated, obviously, it will handle all kinds of 
traffic for all agencies, strictly in accordance with the pre- 
cedences on the traffic. EMERGENCY traffic stops the net 
in its tracks until this traffic has been cleared. PRIORITY 
traffic (regardless of the agency or person originating it) is 
always handled ahead of PRIORITY TWO (welfare inquiries 
going into a disaster zone) and P-2 is always ahead of ROU- 
TINE. The precedence of the message — not the originating 
agency -- determines the order in which it will be handled. 

If more than one net is activated, the SEC Bulletin will 
make net mission assignments at the time the alert is set.

W4JOU - Bob did his usual brilliant 
job of MCing, injecting dry humor & 
funny stories. He installed as offi- 
cers for 1966: W4LTE - Wayne, Pres- 
ident; WA4IVE - John, Vice President;

The guest speaker was BobMcLean, 
of Honeywell, who first showed an 
11 minute picture of how the approach 
and landing on the moon will be accom- 
plished, Afterwards, he gave many 
very interesting facts on the Apollo 
Space Craft, some of which were that 
it is 350 feet tall, will be 90,000 Ibs., 
horsepower equal to a string of auto- 
mobiles, bumper to bumper, reaching 
clear across the U.S. There will be 
3 astronauts sent up; they will travel 
at 12,000 mph on 2nd stage and then 
25,000 mph on 3rd stage. After cir- 
cling the moon and spotting a suitable 
landing space, 2 of the astronauts 
enter the landing bug and proceed to 
maneuver the bug for a landing, The 
one astronaut will continue in origin- 
al orbit, to keep contact with ground 
control, as well as the bug. The 2 
astronauts anticipate spending 7 days 
on the moon, with only one of them 
out of the bug at a time for gathering 
samples and data of the moon’s com- 
Position, etc. In event the landing 
proved unsatisfactory, they would 
blast off the upper section of the bug 
and rendezvous with the other astro- 
naut, to return to earth. 

Honeywell has developed the guiding 
system to be used in the Surveyor 
Space Craft, the first of which is 
scheduled to be sent to the moon for 


data March 30th, with a second some- 
timetime in August, So it appears 
the U.S, may put astronauts on the 
moon sooner than most of us ever 
thought. 

Congratulations to W4KCG—Dick 
Norloff, an active member of SPARC 
for many years and also past Sec./ 
Treas. of the Club, who is now 
making a fine record in his training 
in the Army’s Warrant Oificer Avia- 
tion Program. 

Now that W4BAV -Cathy is in the 
Sarasota area, she is looking forward 
to getting more activity on 6 and 2 
meters, Maybe a YL net or get- 
together could be arranged, How about 
it, gals? Has been good to hear W4- 
UQD - Nina back on the air,

This station, an Official Bull- 
etin Station, is offering an op- 
portunity for some amateurs to 
not only copy bulletin informa- 
tion but to get some code prac- 
tice aswell. Transmissions are 
daily at 0930 EST on a fre- 
quench of 3675 Ke. crystal con- 
trolled running approximately 
100 watts input. Reports from 
the St. Petersburg area indi- 
eate that signals are excellent. 
At present the speed employed 
for the entire broadcast runs 
somewhere between 15 and 18 
WPM for a 30 minute period,

EST to 0955 EST and speed 
runs provided as required, 
Speed is estimated only,

ular members in West Florida, 7 of whom hold ORS appoint- 
ments. WFPN has about 50 regular members on the roll, 
of whom only 12 hold the OPS appointment, Or, to put it an- 
other way, 78% of xhe CW men hold League appointments and 
report their traffic to the SCM every month, while only 26% of 
the ’phone men do, Idon’t know what this proves, but I’d like to 
see every member of WFPN hold OPS and report his traffic 
and station activities to me, by radiogram or using the con- 
venient ARRL Form 1 postcard, Other stations are interested in 
reading of your activities in of your activites in QST every 
month, and ARRL uses the traffic totals to help justify the 
rentention of our ham bands at the frequency allocation con- 
ferences, 

While on the subject of station appointments, don’t forget that 
OO (Official Observer) appointment, In addition to the contin- 
uing need for self-policing in our ham bands, there is a special 
need now to watch for and report intruders in our bands, Of 
coukse, you don’t have tobe anO0O to do this; just note the time, 
frequency, and emission, any identification, ete. ARRL has a 
special form avaialble on request. As pointed out in several 
ham magazines recently, not all countries are bound by the 
1959 Geneva Convention. Broadcast stations, for example, can 
be operated in portions of the amateur band as long as no 
interference is reported by the country authorizing amateur 
operation only. If no complaints are made, the next frequency 
conference will more than likely authorize broadcasting in 
that ham band, and it will be too late to complain about in- 
truders, 

Meanwhile, back in West Florida, more and more hams 
are using that interference-free band, two meters. 145.2 Mc. 
has become the accepted frequency for long-haul QSO’s, as 
well as the local intercom for the Fort Walton Beach area. 
Panama City is using 146,97 me for intercom, while Tallahas- 
see is using 145.35 mc. Pensacola has several 2-meter sta- 
tions, but they are using 29.560 me as their local intercom 
net, 1 believe, An intercom net, or frequency, to me is one 
which is monitored at all times you are at home, not just when 
you want to work someone. The working of groundwave DX 
on 2-meters by pre-arranged skeds is fine, but I wish that 
these and all West Fla. hams would monitor their local inter- 
com frequency at all times. If you are interested in public 
Service and providing emergency communications, you can 
help this way. Remember, emergency calls do not come ata 
pre-arranged time, or from a pre-arranged direction!

Lee County AREC and/or 
Civil Defense have provided 
communications for the Edison 
Pageant of Light Parade for the 
past 5 years, On Feb, 12ththis 
year the Fort Myers parade 
consisted of 130 bands, floats, 
and other units, took 2 hours 
to cover the 2 mile parade route, 
and was viewed by some 100,000 
spectators, CD Communica- 
tions Officer BobCornwell, W4- 
HSG, was in charge of com- 
munications assisted by Ken 
Stewart, W4SMK, EC and 11 
other AREC members, 

In the past various combin- 
ations of fixed and mobile 10, 
6, and 2 meter gear were em- 
ployed with varying success, 
This time a new UHF radio 
system to be used by CD was 
tested out, and it proved ideal 
for the job involved, Two meter 
AM was used sparingly, anda 
back up CB net proved useless 
due to high downtown noise lev- 
els, The UHF system used FM 
on 460 Mc, clear channel, 
and had a repeater base station 
to give county wide coverage. 
The parade set up consisted of 
a base station at PageantHead- 
quarters: which was the starting 
point, 5 mobile units inthe par-

The handi talkies proved most 
valuable since they were small 
light weight units that could be 
easily carried by the parade 
officials all day while forming 
up the units and handling the 
many problems that always a- 
rise.

160 METERS

I had hopes of doing a series 
of technical articles on. 160 gear 
and operation to help some of 
you get a start on this band 
during the later part of 1965 or 
at least early ’66. However, 
any writing from here was pre- 
eluded by a trip over to XV5 
land to help the malaria control 
program for the Navy and Mar- 
ines—so, in the words of the 
avid contester ‘wait until next 
year.’’ We’re three months into 
that, and the best part of the 160 
season is rapidly coming to a 
close down here - but it wouldn’t 
be too early to start plans for 
the late ’66 season, 160 can 
be useful for a number of oper- 
ations, even with simple gear 
and antennas: reliable short 
range QSO’s, 80 meter liaison 
when the skip is bad (and it 
will be next fall and winter), 
and just plain fun on a chall- 
enging band, 

For those of you who would 
like to get your feet wet with a 
simple construction job, W4- 
MLE has designed and built a 
rig from scratch that should fit 
the bill for many of you, com- 
plete with vio, and designed for 
QRO for daylight hours, or when 
someday, we get achancetorun 
more power in Fla. If there is 
enough interest, let me know by 
postcard or ARL 7, and I think 
we can make some arrangments 
to get the schematic published, 
I have several good ideas on 
antennas for even small city 
lots, and will be glad to pass 
them on if anyone is interested, 
Mine takes up but 60 feet of 
horizontal space! There is one 
nice thing about gear for this 
band; very little is really crit- 
ical for a very satisfactory 
operation, long leads and short 
antennas will do an amazing 
job. 

From January on, when I did 
operate, the season was suc- 
cessful, After rebuilding part 
of my rig for better efficiency, 
experimenting with both hori- 
zontal and vertical antennas, 
some careful listening, and no 
doubt, some luck, I made it ac- 
cross the pond several times with 
my powerful 24 watts, Atpres- 
ent, I am the proud possessor of 
a DL and GI card, with a G and 
HB§ card coming (1 hope!), and 
I lack only 12 states (tuff ones) 
for WAS, all in a couple of 
years operation, It can be done 
on the top band, evenfrom Fla., 
with patience and a few late nit- 
€s operation, Skeds anyone, be- 
fore the summer QRN sets in?
